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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In resposne to applicant's argument that Leonard 
does not show or disclose a film having a notch starting at one surface and terminating before the opposing surface, Leonard discloses In 
figure 2 that the film 12 has has a notch 28 starting at one surface 16 and tenminating before the opoosing surface 24. In resonse to 
applicant's argument that Leonarrd fail to disclose that the welded region is formed by welded edges sun-ounding the notch at the surface 
only, figure 2 discloses a welded region wherein 22 and 26 are welded together and surrounds the notch 28 at the surface only. In 
respone to applicant's argument that the notch is formed in the decorative film and not in the attached foam backing, the decorative film is 
12 and a notch 28 is fornied in the decorative film 12 . In response to applicant's argument that Rahmstorf does not teach the limitation 
disclosed in claims 1 and 15.
